Kobus Magnolia 


One of the hardiest early magnolias, Magnolia ko- 


bus has pearly white blooms and slender branches.

AGNOLIAS are among the most 
beautiful trees, and the early- 
flowering kinds are near the top 

of the list for spring display. The Kobus 
magnolia is one of the most pleasing, and 
fortunately it is also one of the hardiest. 

This native to northern 
Japan, and its vernacular name Kobushi 
source for the scientific 


species is 


was used as a 
name, Magnolia kobus, as well as for 
the common use. The plant 
was introduced to this country in 1865, 
when Thomas Hogg, President Lincoln’s 
representative in Japan, sent seeds home 
to New York and the progeny was dis- 
tributed principally by the Parsons 
nursery at Flushing. Kobus is 
similar to the star magnolia, M. stellata, 
which was being featured as a novelty 
at the same time and by the same 
nursery. The star magnolia, however, 
is native to the southern portions of 
the Japanese islands, and in general it 
is more shrublike in habit. 

Flower differences between the two are 
quite pronounced. Kobus has six to 
nine obovate petals of traditional mag- 
nolia form, while M. stellata has 14 to 20 
narrowly strap-shaped 
ments which open rather flat into a less 
formal bloom. Star magnolia is notable

small, and it must be admitted that 
Kobus does not have this beguiling habit. 
It is a much more rapid grower, however, 
and soon surpasses the 6- or 7-foot size 
when flowers are usually produced. It is 
of particular interest that the hybrid be- 
tween these two Japanese species, M. loeb- 
neri, seems to combine the best traits of 
both parents. It promises to make a 
small tree of the more graceful habit of 
Kobus, and its flowers have ten to twelve, 
or more, large obovate petals and are 
larger than those of either parent. 

The leaves of Kobus magnolia typi- 
cally measure from 3 to 5 inches long, 
but a variety from northern Japan has 
larger leaves and much sturdier growth. 
This is variety borealis, Hokkaido mag- 
nolia, which was introduced in 1892 by 
Professor Sargent of the Arnold Arbore- 
tum at Boston. Vigorous plants of Hok- 
kaido magnolia frequently grow 3 to 4 
feet in one year, and it is not surprising 
that in its native forests it makes massive. 
columnar trees 80 feet high. Unfor- 
tunately, this variety does not bloom unti! 
well grown, and it also takes too mucl) 
room for inclusion in many gardens. 

One of the first and quite possibly th: 
largest specimen of Hokkaido magnolia 
in this country is among the hundreds 
of plant treasures at Highland Park i 
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Rochester, New York. This tree on the 
east side of the reservoir embankment 
has a trunk more than 2 feet in diameter 
and a rounded, spreading crown which 
must surpass 50 feet in spread as well 
as in height. 

Ordinarily, however, the typical form 
of Magnolia kobus makes a graceful 
small tree 15 to 20 feet high. Specimens 
kept with several stems at the base often 
remain shrubby, but such treatment 
seems to be patterning this species after 
Magnolia stellata. A more artistic effect 
is achieved by plants with one or at the 
most with two or three trunks, and it is 
then that the full distinction of this plant 
can be appreciated. The branches are 
very slender for a magnolia, and their 
rather open arrangement is characteristic. 
When each spur and shoot is tipped with 
an opening flower of pearly white, the 
effect cannot be surpassed, and it is 
very natural that this picture has in- 
spired the poets and artists of Japan for 
hundreds of years. 

With abundant sunshine and the same 
fertile. moist soil preferred by related 
species, there should be no problem in the 
successful culture of Kobus magnolias. 
Spring is the best time for planting. 


An Open Loeation 


Although a forest tree by nature. Kobus 
is at its best in gardens if kept fairly 
well in the open so that its beauty can 
be enjoyed fully. Even so, it is advisable 
to select a location protected from strong 
winds so as to prolong the bloom as much 
as possible. A place of vantage in front 
of a group of pines or other conifers 
often fulfills all requirements. Another 
pleasing location is at the corner of a 
terrace or paved area where the spread- 
ing branches 8 or 10 feet from the 
ground will furnish a light pattern of 
shade after the beauty of early spring 
has passed. 

Among the companion subjects that go 
well with this white magnolia are leu- 
cothoes, enkianthus, Japanese androm- 
edas and especially the white and pale 
pink forms of Japanese quinces. These 
bloom at about the same time. Other 
recommended associates are practically 
all the azaleas. rhododendrons, and other 
shrubs which do best in light shade. 
One particularly lovely composition I 
have features a Kobus magnolia 
leaning from the top of a bank and 
arching over the entrance to a terraced 
lawn. The bank under the magnolia is 
thickly carpeted with sweet white violets 
(Viola blanda) and a low pattern of 
the purpleleaf wintercreeper (Euonymus 
fortunei coloratus). At the back, a 
dense rampart of arborvitae has forced 
the magnolia over the years to develop 
in a picturesque one-sided habit and, 
happily enough, this makes a_ perfect 
frame for the vista beyond.»

Dahlia Trial Gardens 
for Flower Grower 
Honor Roll 


THE annual FLower Grower National 

‘Dahlia Henor Roll will be published 
as usual in the December 1951 issue. 

This is notice to growers and origina- 
tors that it soon will be time to send new 
seedlings for test to the four Honor Roll 
testers. Plants or roots should be re- 
ceived by them not later than May 15, 
and earlier if possible. It is necessary for 
the testers to prepare their gardens in 
advance and provide space for all varie- 
ties to be tested. It is well. therefore, to 
avoid disappointment by advising them 
in advance that space should be reserved. 

There will be no charge to growers 
for this testing in 1951. FLOWER GROWER 
will again assume all the costs of enter- 
ing and growing the seedlings in the four 
test gardens. 

It should be remembered, however, that 
the fees paid to the testers do not ade- 
quately recompense them for their actual 
outlay for labor. materials and time spent 
to thus help growers secure recognition 
for worthy dahlias. Therefore, it is re- 
quested that only those varieties which 
are most likely to score at least 85 points 
on the American Dahlia Society score 
card be sent them. It takes just as much 
time and effort to test an unworthy dah- 
lia as a superlative one, and it is not 
fair either to the testers or to FLOWER 
Grower to send dahlias that have little 
or no chance of scoring 85 or better. 

It is further suggested that only those 
varieties be sent to the Honor Roll test- 
ers that are also sent to at least one Amer- 
ican Dahlia Society trial garden. It is felt 
that no dahlia can receive too many 
awards or too much publicity. and that 
if a variety is truly worthy of being pur- 
chased, grown and exhibited it should be 
worth sending to the FLOWER GROWER 
Honor Roll testers, to at least one A.D.S. 
trial garden and also entered in the 
A.D.S. Seedling Sweepstakes at shows. 

Dahlia plants or roots to be grown by 
Frower Grower Honor Roll testers 
should be shipped before May 15. Two 
plants or roots—or, better still, three— 
of each variety should be sent. The test- 
ers should be advised, as far in advance 
of May 15 as possible, exactly how many 
varieties to expect. The testers are:

For True Blue 
Grow Gentians

Low-growing Gentizna acaulis blooms from March to June. 
Its trumpets add a tranquil note of true blue to a rock niche. 


O flower runs through a greater range 
of true blue than does the gentian. 
Since its various species provide 

bloom from early March to winter snows, 
it seems strange that gentians are not 
more often seen in gardens, Although 
mainly mountain and rock garden plants. 
some gentians may be found for almost 
any situation among some 800 species and 
numerous worthy hybrids. Several make 
handsome edging plants. Others are at 
their best along a poolside, Some are ad- 
mirable for the bog garden. 

Although the majority are of the color 
spoken of as gentian blue. a few depart 
from the strict color line, mostly among 
the species that run to purple tones. A 
number of whites appear, a few yellows, 
a brownish red and one which is report- 
ed to be even brighter. Form and size also 
vary. Some have huge. fat. upturned 
trumpets. others slender tubes; some are 
short and deeply reflexed. resembling 
petaled stars. A few reach heights of 2

or 3 feet; more are miniature scree-cling- 
ing plants. The majority of the good gar- 
den forms are from 4 to 12 inches in 
height, the lower ones having several 
times as much spread around their ra- 
djating centers. 

The pink-flowered ones common to New 
Zealand. the Azores and South America 
have now been placed under the genus 
Centaurium, although they traveled for 
some time as Erythraea. Best known of 
these is C. scilloides, a pink counterpart 
of G. verna, which rose to fame as E. 
diffusa and was known before that as G. 
diffusa. This may be some aid in hunting 
through the nursery catalogues. 

Gentians do have a reputation for diffi- 
culty, and rightly so among the biennial 
fringed and high scree gentians. In the 
main, if a few necessary points in their 
culture are borne in mind, the majority 
are as easily grown as other choice bor- 
der, pool and rock plants. One great 
drawback has been their scarcity, particu-

larly during the war years. but they are 
now appearing again in lists, It is still 
necessary for one who wishes to make 
a collection of the rarer types to raise 
many from seed. 

I prefer to sow the fine seed in a pot 
or small seed flat so that I may water 
from the bottom. Count on a long germi- 
nation period. Going over my records 
through the years, I find them taking 
from 16 days for June-sown Farrer’s gen- 
tian outdoors to 16 months for poorly 
placed Parry’s gentian on a boathouse 
porch which was washed over by salt 
water during a winter storm. I’ve tried 
sowing every month in the year. both 
indoors and out, and believe that outdoor 
spring-to-June sowings give the quickest 
results for the least trouble, but I would 
not hesitate to sow at any time most 
personally convenient. 

Gentians respond well to bottom water. 
especially if it is percolating beneath. 
I’ve seen seeds lie dormant for months 
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inch or two deep. A similar effect can

G. hexa-farreri, with other crosses of 
these likely to appear upon the market 
soon. Macaulay’s and G. hexafarreri are 
hybrids, but the others are among the 
easiest of all gentians to raise from seed, 
although some care is needed not to mis- 
take the first shoots for grass. All of 


these gentians form central rosettes 
of grassy foliage with radiating stems, 
making prostrate plants 8 to 12 inches in 
diameter, with large upturned trumpets 
borne 4 to 6 inches high. 





Catalogue listings allow about two 
months’ bloom to each of these, with G. 
macaulayi beginning in July, G. sino- 
ornata in September, the others in Au- 
gust. I have found them extending their 
bloom for a much longer period. My 
favorite Christmas decoration has been 
a black glass dish filled with the Cam- 
bridge blue trumpets of G. farreri. so 
beautifully striped with nankeen on their 
outer side. G. sino-ornata is sapphire, 
G. hexa-farreri deep sky blue, G. macau- 
layi bright turquoise and G. ornata clear 
blue striped with purple, blue and white 
on the outside. G. ornata has a more 
balloon-like trumpet. Do not give lime 
to any of this group. as all are acid-lovers 
with the exception of neutral G. macau- 
layi. A hybrid between G. sino-ornata 
and G. farreri, this gentian has a reputa- 
tion for flowering and behaving well in 
any good garden situation. 

Other summer gentians are not always 
as clear a blue as those already men- 
tioned. The hybrid G. hascombensis has 
a similar growth habit but is taller and 
a bit more spreading. G. septemfida-lago- 
dechiana is one of its parents, but the 
hybrid has larger cluster heads of 
fringed trumpets. An easy-going July- and 
August-blooming gentian, it prefers neu- 
tral soil and in its best forms is a clear 
blue. Seedlings vary considerably: some 
go purple. others have poorer trumpets. 
It is so prolific that the less pleasing 
plants should be weeded out in order 
to build up a good strain. 


Taller Species 


Gentiana septemfida. of which the hy- 
brid G. hascombensis is a descendant, is 
a foot-high plant of easy disposition. bear- 
ing soft blue bell-shaped flowers in Au- 
gust which are somewhat smaller than 
the others mentioned. For damp or par- 
tially shaded places 30-inch G. asclepia- 
dea is often used, with its small narrow 
azure bells in groups of two or three in 
the leaf axils. It makes a good plant for 
the vacation place toward the end of 
summer. Even taller (to 3 feet) is yellow 
G. lutea, a large-leaved species which is 
a far cry from the large-trumpeted pros- 
trate gentians. The so-called red gentian 
has a curious flower of Vandyke brown. 
not a true red. English gentian growers 





have spoken of a scarlet-and-gold gentian, 
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G. scaratina, which I have not yet seen. 

A little room should be left for those 
elusive starlike exquisites that often prove 
reluctant in gardens, yet can reward the 
“oreen thumb” with breath-taking beauty. 
Some are for pebbly scree, others for 
moist, peaty rock pockets preferably near 
a pool. The spring gentian, G. verna, is 
one of these. Whoever has seen a sheet- 
ing mass of this deep azure blue among 
a group of rocks, foiled, perhaps, by the 
miniature Bowles Black pansy, has known 
real beauty. 


Spring Gentian 





The starlike flowers of the spring gen- 


tian are more effective in mass than in 
individual plantings. Each carries an airy 
daintiness as though for flight. 
April and May are the months listed as 
their blooming time. This gentian is a 
small plant about 3 inches high and 4 
inches in diameter. The tiny green leaves 


poised 


are spoon-shaped. It should be planted 
in a somewhat acid leafy or peaty loam. 
G. aestive (G. angulosa) is a larger-flow- 
ered, more solid form, with a longer 
period of bloom. sometimes holding well 
into the fall. This form is also reported 
to be more tolerant of garden conditions, 
but I have not seen it listed since the war. 
If the rock pocket is really wet, use the 
water-loving G. bavarica, which has more 
yellow in the green of its leaves. 

Gentiana saxosa, often found in stony 
places in New Zealand, is the most fre- 
quently grown of the various white gen- 
tians. Although the plant is of perhaps 
twice the spread of those mentioned in 
the paragraph above, it is of the same 
3-inch and the flowers are 
white cupped stars rather than trumpets. 
It blooms in July and August and likes 
any good neutral garden soil. 

In summary, gentians as a family need 
sun. The real problem is to give them sun 
without too much heat. They need mois- 
ture in the air and moist roots with good 
drainage. Above all, place them where 
they can remain undisturbed through the 
years.»

West Coast 
ardening 


By LESTER ROWNTREE 


DO not know a climate on the Pacific 

Coast to which Fallugia paradoxa 

(Apache plume), would not adapt it- 
self. A native of eastern California and 
Nevada, Mexico, New Mexico and a few 
other states in the Southwest where the 
air is hot and dry, it does not object to 
the cool, moist summers of the Fog Belt. 
In wet regions this bush should be 
planted on a slope and rocks laid at the 
bottom of the hole to insure quick drain- 
age. 

Where the winters are very cold fallu- 
gia becomes semideciduous. It is seen at 
its best as it often grows in the wild at 
the top of an incline, where its wandlike 
branches, flecked tan and white, stand 
out against a blue sky or against a con- 
trasting backdrop such as a huge boulder. 
I like to place it not far from a pinon 
pine or a California juniper. Fallugia 
grows to a height of 5 feet or more, has 
small deeply cut leaves and blossoms 
which resemble little single white roses. 


Southern California 


Periodically the cry goes up, “What’s 
wrong with the oaks?” One reason why 
the remaining wild oaks look so brown 
and dismal is that increased drain on the 
water supply in this area has lowered 
the natural water level. The oaks have 
been weakened by continued drought and 
cannot now resist such pests as the gall 
fly, crown white fly, oak twig girdler and 
the oak moth. On the other hand, some 
oaks growing on lots where homes have 
now been built have suddenly had to face 
garden conditions. These are pampered, 
overfed and overwatered. When an oak 
has been used to dry, restful summers it 
resents wet ground, especially if drain- 
age is poor. No wonder the result is some- 
times fatal. 


California Fog Belt 


If you are a sweet pea devotee, you can 
have blossoms for many months of the 
year by gauging your plantings of seed. 
Sow a few feet of 
strains now and in two weeks sow a few 


feet more. Keep this up until October, 


then change to seed of winter-flowering 
sweet peas. Chicken wire always seems 
to me to detract from the charm of a 


summer-flowering | 











planting of sweet peas. Instead of wire, | 


use wooden fencing or even brush. A few 
seeds could be sown beneath a tall shrub 
or over an old stump.

ers cut. Feed the plants manure tea 
every two weeks and water freely. If you 
want your cinerarias to self-sow, scatter 
the ripe seed of your favorite colors, or 
drop the whole dried spray on the ground, 
and you will have a continuation of 
plants throughout the year. Colors do not 
always come true. however. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 


April is one of the busiest months for 
the Big Valley gardener—a pleasant 
month to be outside, for the air is clear 
and crisp and the days sunny. Innumer- 
able chores demand the gardener’s time. 
Take dahlias up from locations which 
they have inhabited for the last two years 
and give them a new spot with enriched 
soil; they like to be moved around. Take 
the outside suckers from young chrysan- 
themum plants and start them for next 
fall’s blooms. In the Big Valley these 
suckers are just as satisfactory as cut- 
tings, which are far more trouble. In buy- 
ing “fillers.” don’t underestimate the 
value of hybrid penstemons, which you 
can purchase by the flat or by the dozen. 
They glory in heat, make a grand show 
and have no pests. One local nurseryman 
has developed a splendid strain of zin- 
nias, including many new shades. It is 
not too late to sow this seed. To prevent 
mildew on your zinnia plants, water only 
in the morning and by irrigation, not by 
spraying. 


Pacifie Northwest 


A good deal of juggling is needed when 
rotating crops in order not to follow a 
planting of one vegetable with another 
of the same genus. As a rule, it is not 
wise to plant another root vegetable 
where one has just matured. Beets can 
go in where string beans came out, car- 
rots may be put in the space formerly 
occupied by radishes or lettuce, cabbage 
can follow peas and so on. 

In the garden this month the lovely 
little foliage plant Alchemilla alpina is 
wearing tiny flowers of chartreuse. Like 
a newly spun spider web, the exquisite 
leaves of this lady’s-mantle hold dew or 
raindrops and present at our doorstep 
one of those fairy-like miniatures with 
which nature is so generous. Plant it in 
sun or part shade. 

Another dainty miniature with beau- 
tiful foliage is coptis, often called gold- 
thread because the slender roots are 
yellow and yield a yellow dye. The gold- 
threads make excellent groundcovers in 
dense shade. They should be given a 
moist spot and rich humus; all have shin- 
ing, fernlike leaves and most are ever- 
green. C. trifolia is an Alaskan native. C. 
quinquefolia is Japanese, with white flow- 
ers produced in very early spring, and C. 
laciniata grows wild in California and 
the Northwest.»

PRING’S bounty is so richly evident 

on all sides, and now is the time to 

make preparations for carrying on 
the pageant of flowers and trees through 
the long, hot months of summer and into 
fall and winter. 


SEEDS for later bloom must be sown 
at once. Marigolds of many fine new 
types are available. Sow these where 
they are to bloom, thinning them out 
they crowd. This also applies to zinnias, 
which are available in many types, colors 
and shades. Instead of mixed colors, try 
the fine shades of rose or yellow, omit- 
ting the heavy reds unless you also use 
the deep wines to make up background 
plantings. 


BLUE 


as 


SALVIAS (S. azurea and S. 
farinacea), the perennial ageratum 
(eupatorium) and the annual ageratum 
will provide soft shades of lavender and 
blue to tone down brilliant shades of hy- 
brid hemerocallis. Sow where they are 
to flower and thin out as needed. The 
blue cupflower, Nierembergia hippoman- 
is a soft lavender blue which con- 


ica, 

trasts well with flowers of yellow, rose 
and red. It is easy to start in seed 
flats and comes true season after season. 


COSMOS is easy to grow and fills in 
for early fall. Heliotrope is beloved for 


its fragrance, and sweet alyssum is 
always in good taste. 
PORTULACAS are often  recom- 


mended for edgings, but in the Southeast 
they seed too freely and after the first 
year’s yield of fine double flowers deterio- 
rate and become perennial pests. After 
ten years they still show raggedly in bor- 
ders and must be ruthlessly pulled out. 


SUMMER PHLOX (P. decussata) 
should be planted now. Instead of plant- 
ing mixed colors, use these in groups of 
one color wherever they will add to your 
summer color scheme. 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS should now be 
lifted, divided and replanted. The single 
type chrysanthemums are attractive in 
mass plantings. Pure white C. arcticum 
and rose Astrid are not usually planted in 
this section but those I have seen grown 
here have had some of the finest flowers. 
All single, anemone, pompon and decora- 
tive chrysanthemums are easy to grow 
and best for bedding. 


HARDY ASTERS, tall and dwarf, are 
musts in the fall garden. This is the time 
to lift, divide and replant them. Many 
colors and types are available. If they are

divided as they develop, you will soon 
have a group of outstanding fall beauties. 


LYCORIS RADIATA, the fall-bloom- 
ing spider or butterfly lily, should be 
lifted and separated at once. The foliage 
dies down soon and after this happens 
you cannot tell where the plants are until 
the rosy red flower stems lift their heads 
in the fall. 


SEEDS of perennials for next year’s 
bloom may be sown in flats now. They 
should be ready to put out in the borders 
in about six weeks and will bloom for 
you next April and May. 


AZALEAS AND CAMELLIAS are al- 
most through blooming. Now is the time 
to put out new plants. The indica azaleas, 
tall-, medium- and low-growing, are 





standard plantings everywhere. Do not | 
mix the flame and orange tones with rose 


and salmon shades. The lavenders and 
violets are good, but keep the colors sepa- 
rated. The kurume and kaempferi Japa- 
nese hybrid azaleas are very hardy and 
early-blooming. They produce masses of 
flowers which are smaller than those of 
the East Indian indica type but are lovely 
wherever there is room to grow them. 
Camellias are ready to plant now. If you 
use small plants, they will in due course 
grow into large ones and provide bloom 
continuously from September to April. 


COMMUNITY BEAUTY is a favorite 
theme for garden clubs all over the coun- 
try. Marshallville, Georgia, the original 
home of the famed Elberta peach, is an 
example of outstanding community plant- 
ing. In 1930, some of the descendants of 
the pioneer settlers decided to beautify 
the streets and adjacent highways as a 
memorial to the pioneers who had settled 
the town a hundred years earlier. They 
planted 3,000 crapemyrtles for months of 
summer glory; 3,000 plants of Camellia 
japonica for a glorious winter spectacle 
and 3,000,000 daffodils for a beautiful 
spring picture. Along with many fine 
private. gardens and peach orchards on 
surrounding farms, Marshallville’s floral 
plantings offer a continuous flower show 
through many months of the year. Garden 
club councils and city officials cooperat- 
ing on similar projects in other communi- 
ties might well follow this example by 
planting living memorials to those mem- 
bers of the community who have given 
their lives in battle. 


MEMORIAL PLANTINGS must be 
carefully planned and adequate provision 
made for their subsequent care. This 
calls for assured water and labor supply, 
provisions for spraying and dusting to 
keep down pests and supervision by 
trained landscape workers. Not just the 
original plan and planting must be con- 
sidered but also the supervision and 
maintenance which will be required in 
the years to come

AN EIGHTEENTH CENTURY GAR- 
LAND: The Flower and Fruit Arrange- 
ments of Colonial Williamsburg by 
Louise B. Fisher.

As Mrs. Fisher’s imaginative arrange- 
ments for the restored homes of Williams- 
burg. Va., are known and admired 
throughout the horticultural world, this 
beautiful book illustrating her work will 
come as a delight to her public. She de- 
scribes in detail the types of arrange- 
ments which she makes for each season 
of the year. One fascinating section of 
the book is devoted to the _ historical 
sources from which she winnowed the 
data which enabled her to recreate au- 
thentic bouquets of the period. There is 
a chapter on eighteenth-century plants- 
men and botanists who contributed to the 
ornamental planting of colonial Virginia 
and a list of other famous plantsmen of 
the era.

American Iris Society Judges 


ACH year since 1940, the judges of the American Iris 
Society have voted for what they consider to be the 100 
best tall bearded iris. More than 250 judges, all top 
experts on iris, participated in the voting in 1950. They vote 
only on those iris. principally the new varieties, which they 
have seen growing in well-established clumps, and which 
have already received an Honorable Mention award or better. 
Since these judges are in all parts of the country they are 
in a position to see various iris perform under different 
conditions of climate and soil. The results of the Symposium 
are therefore indicative of the merits of the varieties. 
In compiling the 1950 Symposium, a departure has been 
made in presentation from previous years. 
iris previously voted for 


Many of the best 
such as Wabash, which rated first 
in the Symposium for the years 1940 to 1942; Great Lakes, 
which was in first place from 1943 to 1946, and Ola Kala, 
which had top honors for 1947 to 1949 
from competition and placed in a separate category: 
Hall of Fame. 

To be included in the Hall of Fame, a variety must have 
been the favorite iris of the year—that is, a_ top-ranking 
variety of an annual Symposium—or one of the 100 favorites 
for ten years as determined by uniform computation pro- 
cedure. In 1950, 23 iris were retired to the Hall of Fame and 
six more automatically made the grade as the result of the 
latest Symposium.

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STEMS FRUITS 
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OME of us—perhaps because we're 
adventurers at heart—like to try new 
things for no other reason than that 

they are supposed to be new. Many of 
the “new” things we've tried in the past, 
of course, have proved to be new in name 
only, and others have been new only in 
that they were inferior to something we 
already had. Still, it’s part of our nature 
to forever test the new against the old 
and we're satisfied to continue doing so. 

Most of us, however, are more con- 

cerned about a thing’s being better or 
distinctly different in point of fact than 
we are in its being “new” merely on 
someone’s We don’t want to 
gamble time. money or garden space on 
anything were at all doubtful about. 
Someone, we know, has to segregate the 
good, bad and indifferent among all the 
new things that are offered for sale every 
year—but for our own part. we'd rather 
not risk getting stuck. 

So it’s all to the good of the majority, 

I think, that there’s been a steady in- 
crease in the number of cooperatively 
sponsored trial grounds, best-variety polls 
and the like during recent years. Almost 
everyone. I’m sure, benefits from enter- 
prises like the All-America Selections of 
annuals, vegetables and roses, the Sym- 
posium polls of the Iris, Chrysanthemum, 
Gladiolus and Hemerocallis Societies. the 
FLower Grower Dahlia Honor Roll. and 
the testing programs of organizations 
like the American Dahlia Society. the 
Men’s Garden Clubs of America and 
numerous regional societies. And _ the 
more such enterprises there are. the more 
we'll all benefit.

ye quite likely, though, that gardeners 
who follow the trial reports and the 
hest-variety polls have ideas about how 
they might be improved and how new 
ones might be developed. ,And at least 
some of these ideas, I’m sure, would be 
solidly based on practical experience. 
For the benefit of all concerned, FLOWER 
Grower would welcome the opportunity 
to publish any well-thought-out sugges- 
tions along these lines. 

For myself, I'd like to see someone 
suggest a practical plan for the sys- 
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ee 
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tematic testing of all newly introduced 
plants in different parts of the country. 
Ideally, such tests should be conducted 
by. or on behalf of, a single organization 
or group of organizations affiliated for 
that purpose. and the reports of the 
tests. well the awards made to 
plants tested, should reflect a complete 
uniformity of purpose—namely, to hon- 
estly inform the gardening public. 

Another idea that often occurs to me 
is with regard to the need of some sort 
of trial reports on new garden equipment, 
tools and gadgets. How often each of 
us has been let down by impractically 
designed or poorly made tools I’d rather 
not guess. But theyre’s no need to ask 
why, the longer we’ve gardened, the less 
enthusiastic we become about the latest 
“improvements” and the more likely we 
are to pooh-pooh them. 

Still another “bright idea”

times crops up in my mind has to do 
with the possibility of devising some 
kind of practical. impartial and legal 


system of rating horticultural firms ac- 
cording to the quality of the merchandise 
they supply. Needless to say. it would 
be quite an accomplishment to get such 
a rating system into full-scale operation.

identical in dimensions, these two gar- 
dens differ in their landscape design— 
one is formal, the other informal—but 
they are alike in that they attain the 
same objectives: delightful outdoor liv- 
ing and minimum upkeep.

When they began, they planted tulip bulbs upside down! 
Today, their garden in Ardmore, Pennsylvania, blooms from 
earliest spring until the late chrysanthemums herald the end 
of the garden season. 
First, let’s take a look at the property as it was when 
they bought it. Tall, straggly evergreens were massed around 
the foundation of the house, shutting out much light and air. 
The lawn was dotted with bushes and small evergreens ot 
various kinds. These were all quickly rooted out and any 
plant material which was good enough to save was transferred 
to boundary plantings as a start toward much-needed seclu- 
sion, 
As soon as this outdoor house cleaning was completed, the 
place took on a new look. Removing the evergreens did 
leave the porch in full view of the road, but this was soon 
remedied by groupings of azaleas, rhododendrons and laurel. 
A specimen dogwood now softens the corner of the house on 
the driveway side and adds privacy. Additional shrub plant- 
ings were made only along the boundary, so as to leave an 
unbroken lawn area which, although limited, gives a feeling 
of more space.

66H) VERYTHING that contributes to the pleasure and ease 
of outdoor living.” That, in a nutshell, describes the 
garden of Mrs. Alfred M. Watts of Wynnewood, Penn- 
sylvania. Gardening has long been a favorite family pastime 
for Mrs. Watts and her two sons, who helped to redesign the 
grounds for “livability” after their return from service over- 
seas. The outstanding results have made the Watts’ garden a 
neighborhood attraction for entertaining and relaxation. 

Although the property is suburban, it has a rural feeling. 
Its country-like quality was secured by keeping the garden 
layout informal and rambling in design. No attempt was 
made to create the feeling of seclusion often found in small 
suburban lots. Forsythias and a few hemlocks were planted 
along the boundary, however, to form a background for Mrs. 
Watts’ spring garden. 

The outdoor living area is 95 feet wide by 115 feet deep; 
yet the property has the component parts of a small estate. 
Every convenience is at hand to make the job of maintaining 
the garden as easy as possible. There are four coldframes 
for growing and wintering plants. The compost pile is con- 
venient to both the frames and the flower garden. A _ brick 
incinerator is invaluable in keeping the grounds tidy. Space 
is allotted to a vegetable plot and a raspberry patch. An 
outdoor fireplace contributes to the Watts’ outdoor dining 
pleasure, while a lily pool and an abundance of colorful 
flowers add their share of beauty and interest to the garden 
picture.

The most superb of all dwarf yellow rhododendrons is R. han- 


dodendrons of the Lapland alliance suf- 
fer from certain drawbacks.

dead. Evergreens should not behave in 
such a manner. 

In the Mayflower rhododendron from 
western China, R. RACEMOSUM, we find 
something better.- In all weather it bold- 
ly holds its bright green fingernail-size 
leaves, which are 
sturdy branches that spread into a dense, 
foot-high bush. Even after many years 
the bush may be no more than a foot in 
diameter. The best forms keep to this

HAT -new annual garden flowers 

will appear in 1952, 1955 or 1960? 

Perhaps that seems like a foolish 
question. Isn’t it a little early to talk of 
new things for 1952 when those for 1951 
are not even in bloom? But plant breed- 
ers are looking far ahead! 

The new annuals for 1952 flowered in 
the All-America Selections trials in 1950, 
and on seed farms in California. Colorado, 
Holland and Costa Rica crops which will 
provide seed for next year’s novelties are 
already well started. Glamorous new 
garden annuals, which will not be avail- 
able to home gardeners until 1955 or even 
1960, are to be found in the breeding 
plots. Also, in the mind’s eye of several 


flower breeders in this country exist 
visions of new varieties of petunias. phlox, 
marigolds and snapdragons— ideals

Plan Your Plot 


With the current emphasis on rising 
food costs, any attempt at growing vege- 
tables should be planned if the maximum 
in production and in quality is to be 
achieved. Emphasis is also being placed 
upon high vitamin content. The vitamin 
potential can be realized only when the 
soil is well supplied with minerals, or- 
ganic matter and sufficient moisture to 
render the nutrients available to the roots. 
The stage at which the vegetables are 
picked is another important factor. If 
allowed to become woody and _ stringy 
before they are picked, most of the vita- 
mins will have vanished. If you need 
assistance with these problems, write me 
care of FLOWER GROWER. 

Do not sow seed of the vegetables men- 
tioned too thickly. Good seed has a high 
percentage of germination; a thick stand 
of seedlings only increases the job of 
thinning later. If a little compost or 
peatmoss, plus a sprinkling of superphos- 


phate, is mixed into the soil of each fur- 
row before seeds are sown. germination 
and initial growth will be aided. Rows 
spaced 12 to 15 inches apart will do for 
all of these vegetables except peas. For 
these a spacing of 2 to 3 feet is required. 
depending on whether the variety is 
dwarf or tall. For main crop peas. the 
best varieties for regions where warm 
weather is delayed are Alderman and 
Telephone. Both are tall-growing and re- 
quire brush or wire for support. It is 
advisable to treat peas with an inoculant 
which will insure the presence of essen- 
tial nitrogen-fixing bacteria in the soil. 
This powder costs little and may be 
readily obtained at many seed stores. 
You'll find this precaution will be repaid 
in substantial yields. 


Sowing Annuals 


Hardy annuals such as sweet peas, 
cornflowers, larkspur and poppies can be 
sown now in the colder sections. .In more 
moderate climates these can be supple- 
mented by the half-hardy group, which 
includes phlox, scabiosa, alyssum, calen- 
dula, clarkia, California poppies and cal- 
liopsis. You can plan now for later dis- 
play. Fill spaces among the spring bulbs 
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with annuals. If the frost is out of the 
ground and the area is not in shade, seeds 
of any of the above can be sown among 
the bulb foliage. For planting tips, see 
the chart on “Annuals” in the January 
FLOWER GROWER. 


Fertilizing Bulbs 


A dry spell can occur during the 
spring. Should this happen, water all 
bulbs which are in flower. You can supply 
additional liquid nutrients by using a fer- 
tilizer such as 13-26-13, mixed according 
to the manufacturer’s directions. This will 
prolong flowering. If you exhibit at the

Perennials 


Except in areas where frosts at night 
are still prevalent, all covering can be 
removed this month, first from roses and 
other shrubby plants, then from herbace- 
ous plants. Clean up perennial borders 
and rock gardens, removing all old fo- 
liage and stems. Remove plants which 
have died from rot, along with the sur- 
rounding soil. Topdress these areas with 
a mixture of steamed bonemeal and dried 
cattle manure, unless you have some good 


well-rotted compost to mix with the bone- 
meal. 

Move any perennials that need trans- 
planting. If some perennials need divid- 
ing this must be done just as growth is 
beginning. If this is delayed until a later 
stage, a serious check may result. Asters, 
phlox, chrysanthemums, balloon-flower, 
gypsophila and hardy ageratum are 
among those which may be critically 
affected. 


Chrysanthemums 


Except for the cushion type mums, 
which do best if undisturbed for several 
years, most garden  chrysanthemums 
should be propagated each year either by 
division or from cuttings of the new 
shoots. The best divisions are those 
formed the previous year. The older 
woody section is discarded. The divisions 
are comparable in many ways to green 
cuttings, which are taken from the young 
spring growth, as shown on opposite page. 
These cuttings root readily in moist sand. 
A coldframe, seed flat or a box placed in 
a sunny window will serve. Cover the cut- 
tings with a newspaper during the sunny 
part of the day for about a week. Root- 
ing takes about three weeks. See picture 
3 for illustration of cuttings ready to be 
inserted in sand and fully rooted cut- 
tings. The latter can be transplanted to a 
flat, set in small pots preparatory to later 
planting outdoors or set right out in the 
garden if weather permits. By propaga- 
tion from cuttings you can influence the 


height of the plants at flowering time. 
Cuttings can be made until late June. 


The later you take the cuttings the short- 
er the plant will be at maturity. Time of

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Planning Your Perennial border 


The wise gardener plans a basic perennial 


border which will give continuous bloom throughout the 


season and little work in years to come 


By HELEN M. TOTTY, (N. J.) 


OUR garden, first of all, should be an expression of your- 

self. It’s a good idea to study the fundamental rules of 

landscape architecture and to consult authorities for good 
garden practices, but insert your own ideas, your own taste 
in design and plant material—even if you learn by the trial- 
and-error method. 

A well-planned perennial border will provide continuous 
bloom throughout the growing season, A perennial planting 
is a permanent planting. Once it has become established, 
a beautiful garden will grow each spring with little effort 
on your part. 

When a perennial border is planned, first consideration 
should be given to location. In my own case the border is 
planted against a background of flowering shrubs on the 
north and east sides of the property. These shrubs include 
lilac, crabapple, forsythia and spirea. Not only do they pro- 
vide privacy from the road and adjacent properties. but they 
act as a screen against prevailing winds and furnish a bril- 
liant show of color in early spring. Here and there pillar 
roses are interspersed to continue background color through- 
out the summer and fall. 

For even greater beauty the basic perennial border can 
be augmented with bulbs for added interest in early spring, 
annuals for variety and color during the summer and chry- 
santhemums for fall splendor. Once the basic planting is 
established, replacements can easily be manipulated and cur- 
rent novelties added. 

A perennial border may be anywhere from 3 to 6 feet in 
depth, although the narrower border is considerably easier 
to tend. It is a good idea to make a rough plan before any

plants are ordered; many nurseries offer such plans as guides 
to their customers. Do not completely fill the border the first 
year, but rather leave ample room for the growth of the 
plants and for the addition of new varieties. A good rule-of- 
thumb is one and a half plants per square foot of area. 

Careful consideration must be given to the color, height 
and blooming season of each plant in order to establish a 
harmonious succession of bloom. Most catalogues contain 
complete descriptions of all varieties they offer, and many 
books and magazines supplement this information.

The National Chrysanthemum Society 
Popularity Poll for 1950 


ETERMINATION of the “100 Best 
Chrysanthemums” is an impossible 
task, for such a list can reflect only 
the interest and judgment of its compil- 
ers. Our list is based on a popularity poll 
and represents the 100 chrysanthemums 
reported most frequently as favorite va- 
rieties grown in 1950. It is a practical 
guide to selection of satisfactory varie- 
ties. since it is based on actual perform- 
ance in the gardens of members of the 
National Chrysanthemum Society. 

The heaviest returns, in terms of mem- 
bership, were from the Midwest. This 
tends to emphasize the popularity of the 
garden varieties, which are preferred both 
in the Midwest and New England. All 
types. however, are grown in all parts of 
the country. 


Mrs. Kidder leads off again this year 
for the third time, appearing in 53 per 
cent of the reports. Charles Nye is runner- 
up for the second time, appearing in 41 
per cent of the reports. Last year it was 
a photo finish between these two. Three 
of the top 10 are introductions of the 
late Elmer Smith. 

The first 50 comprise a conservative 
list of tested varieties, although this year, 
for the first time, there are four current 
introductions. Among the second 50, some 
old favorites meet farewell recognition, 
but many newcomers appear which may 
favorites. Also in- 
cluded are excellent special-purpose va- 
rieties which may lack general appeal 
but are very much in demand by some 
of the most critical growers.

The front border should contain plants 
which do not attain a height of much 
more than a foot at maturity. The middle 
border should have 1- to 3-foot range 
and the rear border should include 
plants which exceed 3 feet when fully 
grown. 

There is a wealth of material for the 
front including such favorites 
as violas in all shades, dianthus Alice and 
Beatrix, alyssum and 
whose yellows and reds have long been 
harbingers of spring. For fall coloring, 
don’t forget the dwarf asters Niobe and 
Victor. Low plants which tolerate shade 
include Brunnera macrophylla (Anchusa 
myosotidiflora), the true forget-me-not, 
creeping Ajuga reptans (bugle-flower) 
and Japanese anemones, which actually 
fare best under the shade of trees.

They may be grown 
directly in the middle section or in pots 
in the coldframe and brought to the bor- 
der in late summer to fill in bare spots 
caused by the dying back of 
blooming material.

double petunia introduced from seed 
crown on this continent. It was also the 
first 100 per cent grandiflora (giant- 
flowered) petunia in any type. The flow- 
ers were all large—every seed from every 
packet could be expected to produce 
giant-flowered plants. Also, they were all 
full-double, ruffled and fringed. 

Sonata, a full-double, all-large pure 
white was the first 100 per cent grandi- 
Hora double or single petunia in a true 
color. Allegro Improved. deep salmon. 
was offered for the first time in 1950 and 
Caprice Improved, bright rose pink, is 
new for 1951. Caprice Improved has 
been called the freest blooming of the 
all-double petunias. The newer all- 
double petunias already rival the small- 
flowered singles in freedom of bloom and 
general garden satisfaction. 


New Double Petunias 


What, then, may we expect in the way 
of new varieties of double petunias in 
the next few years? First of all, 1 would 
say every variety of large-flowered double 
petunias not already uniform for type 
will soon have an improved 100 per cent 
large form or disappear from the cata- 
logues. Florists and home gardeners will 
cease to tolerate 20 to 30 per cent small 
semidoubles when uniform strains are 
available. 

Then, of course, there are several col- 
ors that are not represented in the giant 
all-double petunias. Strangely enough, 
we do not yet have a deep rose of the 
color of the giant single Dazzler or HNC 
(dwarf compact) Topaz Queen. Caprice 
is the nearest approach to this color. 
There also is room for a deeper salmon 
than Allegro. A good dwarf fringed full- 
double, as deep in color as Fire Chief or 
Tango, would really be a knockout. Then. 
too, there is need for a double petunia 
with deep rose and white variegated flow- 
ers. Work has been started on each of 
the above varieties and they should reach 
the public within five years. 

Many people would like a better double 
amaranth purple petunia than is now 
available. Pan-American Seeds will offer 
such an improved variety in 1952 under 
the name of Rhapsody. Rhapsody is ac- 
tually the most uniform dwarf, giant- 
double petunia [ have ever seen. The 
flowers are 34% to 4 inches across, deeply 
fringed and borne on dwarf compact 
plants. It is a deep burgundy wine purple 
that is just about the complement of 
lemon yellow. 

Another improvement that has been 
needed in double petunias is a real dwarf 
compact, well-fringed version of the or-

Some of the newer European snap- 
dragon types worthy of investigation by 
the home gardener are the nanum or 
dwarf types. The Rock Hybrids are extra 
dwarf varieties. 

The trend for snapdragons in this coun- 
try is toward the taller. larger-flowered 
varieties. such as Harris’ Colossal varie- 
ties. and the tetraploids. The so-called 
Colossal snapdragons, which might also 
include such varieties and mixtures as 
Velvet Giant and Schling’s Irish Melodies, 
form a new group of truly large-flowered 
maximum or tall varieties. The old maxi- 
mum _ varieties called maximum 
grandiflorum (large-flowered) but these 
bring a new concept of how large a floret 
on a snapdragon can be.

As new varie- 
ties in this type come out and as colors 
are straightened out the florets will prob- 
ably become still larger. and plants taller 
and more robust. A new Colossal Yel- 
low bred by Dr. M. T. Lewis has about 
the largest florets seen so far on a snap- 
dragon. 
Hybrid Vigor 

Still to be applied to the outdoor snap- 
dragon is the principle of hybrid vigor. 
Pan-American Seeds has been exploring 
this field. and it can definitely be said 
that there are great possibilities here for 
more vigorous, taller, more heat-resistant. 
larger-flowered varieties. 

Double from seed are 
something quite new. Burpee introduced 
the first semidoubles about three years 
ago and now lists three varieties.

Snow- 
drift, a pure white full-double, was intro- 
duced in 1948 by Pan-American. The 
full-double form is very attractive, but 
must be hand-pollinated to produce seeds 
since the throat of the flower is so full 
of extra petals that bees cannot enter to 
do their work. Both double types have 
the advantage of holding their flowers 
longer than the singles. Additional varie- 
ties in both the semidouble and_full- 
double types will no doubt make their 
appearance soon. 


Tetra Snaps 


The tetraploid snapdragons are here to 
stay. Their stocky. vigorous growth and 
long period of bloom make them of def- 
inite value in the home garden. Three 
new varieties of tetras developed by the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
are being offered this year. Burpee is 
offering two new mixtures and a Tetra 
White. and several retail seedsmen are 
listing Pan-American Pink and Tetra 
Yellow. It is safe to‘assume that soon 
there will be a full range of colors in the 
tetraploids. 

There is also the possibility of tetra 
hybrids. first generation hybrids between 
two tetra varieties.

is the first in this class and demonstrates 
what hybrid vigor plus the already strong 
growth from tetraploidy can do. 

Mention should be made of the possi- 
bilities for tetras in other species. A tetra 
gaillardia was entered in the All-America 
trials for 1952. Burpee’s Tetra Scarlet 
phlox has a larger blossom and about the 
most intense color of any flower. There 
is room for other tetra phlox. The breed- 
ing of tetraploid varieties requires more 
time than originally anticipated and a 
better understanding of genetics and 
cytology than the practical breeder pos- 
sesses. In time, many new tetraploid 
varieties in all classes of annuals may be 
expected. 

In some species of annuals, such as 
Chinese asters, disease resistance has 
long been sought by breeders. Sometimes 
it has been obtained but lost again be- 
cause it is such an elusive characteristic, 
and not one that can be spotted by the 
outward appearance of any plant. Again, 
new forms of disease have arisen as with 
snapdragon rusts, making it necessary 
to breed for resistance to each type of 
each disease. 


Wilt-Resistant Asters 


Several varieties of wilt-resistant China 
asters have been developed, but so far 
there are none in the Giants of California 
group. Good progress on resistant va- 
rieties in this class is being made by 
Bodger Seeds in California, and within a 
few years a full line of resistant varieties 
will be available in these aristocrats of 
the aster family. 

Princess asters are relatively new. 
These are the ones with crested centers, 
which seldom revert to singleness. New 
colors in this group will be added soon; 
a new crimson is on the way. 

Pompon asters were formerly popular, 
but disappeared because they could not 
be made wilt-resistant. Such strains in 
this class will be forthcoming soon. 

Imperial-type scabiosa was an instant 
success when the variety Blue Moon was 
first awarded honorable mention by the 
All-America Selections in 1939, but de- 
veloping other colors in this ball-shaped 
type proved to be a terrific breeding prob- 
lem. However, a Bodger mixture was 
brought out in 1948 and work is progress- 
ing on still other colors and shade mix- 
tures. 

There will be new varieties in mari- 
golds, especially in the extra dwarf 
in base-branching larkspur, and 
from time to time in most classes of 
annuals. Plant breeders love their work 
too much to overlook any chance for im- 
provement or for creating entirely new 
varieties wherever the possibilities may

end of the terrace. From this point to 
the back fence, the background border 
planting is of privet and flowering 
shrubs. A low wire fence provides an 
admirable support for climbing roses. 
Below the background planting, peren- 
nial borders allow plenty of space for 
the Millingtons’ favorite flowers. The 
fence which marks the rear of the prop- 
erty is covered with Virginia creeper. 
In a sunny corner, Paul’s Scarlet Climber 
contrasts with pots of white geraniums 
set in brackets on the fence. A narrow 
bed in front of the fence offers a cool, 
shady summer home for house plants. 
Here and there in sunny spots a few 
annuals are planted for late bloom. 

The Millingtons are rose lovers and 
have many climbers as well as some 
hybrid teas.

It not only cuts down the labor of weed- 
ing and mowing but adds a welcome 
touch of green during the winter months. 
Each year in early July Miss Bispham 
makes innumerable slips by cutting 2 or 3 
inches off the tips of the plants. She 
plunges these slips in a bucket of wate 
until she is ready to plant them. If the 
soil is kept well watered until the slips 
they will soon take hold and begin 
to spread. In this way she can either 
add to her plantings or use the cuttings 
to fill any gaps in established clumps.

Secluded Area 


As is the case with many such houses 


of the of 


an early vintage, addition a 
terrace was not possible. However, with 


the lawn cleared of the shrubbery which 
had peppered it, an open space just off 
the kitchen steps gave the Bisphams an 
ideal secluded outdoor living and dining 
area. The balance of the back lot (ap- 
proximately 40 x 70 feet) was divided 
into two sections. One section the 
flower garden, which adjoins the out- 
door living area, and the other is the 
service yard, which is next to the garage.

Now, let us visit the garden. It is 
enclosed on two sides with a 3-foot

At the back and on one side of the 
garden a high, sloping bank has been 





developed into an unusual background. | 


Atop the bank is a well-trimmed, 
metrical hedge of arborvitae; the slope 
itself has been planted informally. Large 
rocks imbedded in the soil are softened 


sym- 


with clumps of candytuft, Phlox sub- 
ulata, yellow alyssum, cerastium and 
arabis. Irregular groupings of ferns and 
plantings of yew, ilex, barberry (Juli- 
anae) and low-growing junipers add 


substance and character. 

In the flower garden below, the beds 
and borders are full of bloom through- 
out the season. Crocus, narcissus, tulips, 
pansies, forget-me-nots and_ bleeding- 
heart are followed by iris (both bearded 
and Japanese), Oriental poppies, colum- 
bine, sweet-william, pinks, baptisia, day- 
lilies, peonies, delphinium, phlox and 
lilies (L. candidum and L. regale.) As 
the season advances, annuals 
dance and finally chrysanthemums carry 
on the generous burst of bloom until 
frost.

Who Knows This Melon? 


OR twenty years I have been searching 

for an odd muskmelon that grew in 
southwestern Kansas many years ago. 
Older members of my family who re- 
member it say the sweet white mealy 
flesh was eaten with sugar and cream. 
Recently I learned it is still grown in 
Kansas by descendants of those who 
grew it years back. This muskmelon 
grows and does well here in north-central 
Indiana also. 

The growing vines have the appear- 
ance of any other muskmelon vine. When 
the melon is picked there is a decided 
muskmelon fragrance for a few days. 

The melon is  soft-skinned with a 
green and whitish-yellow mottled rind 
resembling a watermelon except that it 
is not glossy. There is no liquid or juice 
around the central hard seed core. ‘To 
cut it open, a knife is inserted to this 
core and around it; the halves can then 
be separated by a slight twisting motion 
and the seed core lifted out. When dried, 
these seed cores may have the seeds 
shelled out, somewhat as one shells grains 
of corn.—Ivy J. Nerr (Ind.)

separately: first, the large flower garden. 
During the war this section of the lot 
was Mrs. Watts’ victory garden; now it 
is what she calls her “summer and fall 
garden.” Shrubs planted along the 
boundary and a privet hedge on a neigh- 


boring property only suggest an en- 
closure. The flower beds, which are laid 


out in an informal circular design, are 
planted with carnations, del- 
phinium, columbine, baptisia, Oriental

william, Shasta daisies, lythrum, phlox 
and eupatorium, To insure late-season 
bloom, annuals which have been raised 
in the coldframes are worked in among 
the perennials and biennials. 


Flowers Everywhere 


Mrs. Watts likes to have flowers every- 
where. When the season is in full sway 
there is a touch of color 
looks. The coldframes placed against the 
side wall of the garage are used in winter 
to protect the perennial and _ biennial 
plants grown from seed during the sum- 
mer. When spring comes and these plants 
are transferred to the garden, the plexi- 
glas sash removed and the frames 
filled with annuals. Some of these re-

For this 
reason, my spring flowers are planted 
underneath the forsythias and hemlocks 
which border the lot.”

blooming native flowers are planted. 
Hepatica, wild geranium, alum _ root, 
shooting star, violets, forget-me-nots and 
polemonium nestle below - ferns, leu- 
cothoe and a few hybrid rhododendrons. 
The irregular-shaped pool lies within 
20 feet of the porch. This is how it was 
made: 

The curves were first outlined on the 
grass with a hose, then marked with an 
edger. The soil was excavated to a depth 
of 24 inches at the deepest point and 12 
inches at the shallowest. A 2-inch layer 
of concrete was laid over a 4-inch foun- 
dation of cinders. A rough stone cop- 
ing was placed in a concrete base along 
the edge of the pool and the _inter- 
stices between the stones filled with 
topsoil. During the winter a terra-cotta 
pipe is placed in the bottom of the 
pool as a refuge for the 50 goldfish. 
In severe weather a tarpaulin is used 
to cover both the pool and the flower 
border. 


Stone Fireplace 


Tied in with the shrubs and flowers 
along the boundary is a natural stone 
fireplace built of unfinished serpentine 
stones which the Watts collected. The 
10-inch foundation was filled in with 
cinders and scrap iron, Over this foun- 
dation was laid a 5-inch concrete base. 
The chimney, sides, front and back of 
the fireplace are made of the serpentine 
stones. The  fire-box, which slopes 
toward the front to let excess water 
flow out the door, is constructed of fire 
bricks. An opening on the side of the 
fire-box provides a convenient receptacle 
for keeping wood and papers dry. A 
2-by-2-foot grill allows room for a cook- 
ing vessel and coffeepot, so that an en- 
tire outdoor supper can be_ prepared 
while the steak broils. Grouped around

A brick incinerator helps the Watts to 


keep their garden in “apple pie” order. 
plenty of chairs, a table and benches. 

A raspberry patch, which was started 
with 18 plants, now yields a rich harvest 
of berries. Adjoining this is a_ small 
vegetable garden which supplies the 
Watts with lettuce, onions, chives, Swiss 
chard and string beans. 


Rear of Garden 


At the back of the property are the 
compost pile and the incinerator. The 
compost pile is enclosed on three sides 
with cinder blocks which have been ce- 


mented together. Screening has been 
attached to a wooden frame in a size 


that will just fit over the “garden jeep,” 
so that the tasks of sifting soil and load- 
ing the wheelbarrow are accomplished 
with a minimum of effort. The incinera- 
tor, constructed of bricks and mortar 
laid over a concrete base, eliminates the 
need for trash cans—always so difficult 
to conceal. The concrete base runs about 
6 inches underground and about 4 inches 


above ground. The incinerator has

iron grate, an iron cover and a small 
chimney; a rose trellis and a_ 7-foot

flowering is not affected, however; this 
is governed by length of day—shorter 
periods of daylight, such as we have in 
fall, encourage chrysanthemums to flow- 
er. Pinching, as indicated by the illus- 
tration of a rooted cutting. will encourage 
branching by causing new shoots to form. 


Pruning Rhododendrons 


Rhododendrons do not respond to cut- 
ting back as do the general run of decidu- 
ous trees and shrubs, which for the most 
part will produce shoots no matter where 
the cut is made. On old rhododendrons, 
this does not apply. Your only alterna- 
tive is to cut the old hard stems clean at 
ground level and thus force new shoots 
to form on the old crown. In some cases 
stubs 1 to 2 feet long are left. Some of 
these sprout, but in most cases the shoots 
die or remain very weak. The illustration 
on page 41 shows a rhododendron cut 
back entirely, with new growth already 
sprouting. Another illustration shows a 
plant on which pruning was spread over 
a period of three years. The first year 
a few old stems were cut back, the second 
year, a few more. The third year, when 
the new growth had developed as illus- 
trated, the remainder of the old stems 
was cut out. This method of pruning 
avoids the sudden change in the land- 
scape picture which occurs when the 
whole plant is cut down. 

The best time for the operation is 
April, when you can take full advantage 
of early root pressure to force vigorous 
shoots the first season. A long growing 
season is assured and a greater length 
of time is provided for rebuilding the 
plant. This would not be possible if the 
pruning were done in June or July. Fin- 
ally, to further encourage fast growth, 
fertilize the pruned shrub heavily. Rotted 
manure plus superphosphate is good, or 
you can use one of the fertilizers manu- 
factured especially for evergreens. Give 
the plant ample water and provide a 
mulch. 


Roses 


It’s the start of another year of rose 
production. How do your plants look? 
No use trying to coax beautiful blooms 
from poor plants. Discard them, renovate 
the soil and buy new top-quality rose 
plants; any others are a waste of money 
and time. growers in Minnesota, 
the Dakotas and adjacent states would 
do well to try sub-zero roses like Hansa, 
red; Sir Thomas Lipton, white; Belle 
Poitevine. pink and fragrant. These are 
hybrid rugosa roses, not everblooming 
hybrid teas as some descriptions might 
indicate.

Lawns 


Any lawn operation, whether patch- 
ing, remaking an old lawn or making a 
new lawn, should be done at the earliest 
possible moment, so that the young grass 
will have a chance to become established 
before hot weather. Incorporate sufficient 
organic matter into the soil when prepar- 
ing it, but go easy on fertilizer. A fertil- 
izer especially mixed for turf is the 
safest one to use at this season. 

Any good lawn expert will advise you 
as to the right kind of grass seed for your 
soil. If your soil is exceedingly oor, 
ise perennial rye grass at the rate of 4 
pounds per 1,000 square feet. With the 
addition of a fertilizer such as bonemeal, 
this should hold for two years if you 





do not cut it too close. Give water in dry 
weather. Terraces and sloping areas need 
special treatment. If the slope is steep, 
it is best to use a groundcover such as 
vinca, pachysandra, ivy or bugle-weed. 


Coldframe

of these grow considerably larger and 
some are not hardy. To assure success, 
plants should be obtained nearby, not 
from a nursery in a warmer climate. 

About twice the size of the Mayflower 
rhododendron is the hybrid Conestoca, 
obtained from a cross with the Carolina 
rhododendron. It produces clusters of 
charming pale flowers all over the tips 
of its many branches. Conestoga is cer- 
tainly a most attractive plant for south- 
ern Pennsylvania and Long Island, but it 
fails to winter northward. 

WinpBEAM, a hardy and vigorous seed- 
ling of Conestoga, seldom grows more 


than 2 feet high after a dozen years. It | 


possesses the typical beauty of its parent, 


blossoming copiously every year, yet en- | 


tirely indifferent to winter cold. Equally 
hardy and more compact is the white 
WYANOKIE. 


Yellow Varieties 


Japan has given us a fairly dwarf yel- 
low, R. KEISKEI, moderately hardy if well 
sheltered, shaded and deeply mulched. 
A good place for it is in front of larger 
rhododendrons. However, it must be 
moved forward every three or four years 
or the rapid growth of the larger plants 
will smother it. Unlike R. racemosum, 
which will flower well in its third year, 
R. keiskei needs at least five or six years 


before offering much of its delightful 
soft, ocher yellow bloom. Plants should 


be selected when in flower, since the 
greenish yellow forms, though good, fall 
short of the finest yellows. 


R. HANCEANUM NANUM, the most su- 
perb of all dwarf yellow rhododendrons, 
was originated in England and as yet has 
not been properly tested for hardiness 
in the eastern part of the United States. 
It probably is not a form of the rather 
inferior R. hanceanum. but a chance hy- 
brid between that species and a smaller 
yellow, perhaps R. chryseum. If so, there 
is a good chance that this really wonder- 
ful plant may endure our climate. In 
North Wales it is almost completely 
buried under clouds of soft, pale yellow 
bloom, although it is less than a foot in 
height.

Smallest Rhododendron 


Perhaps the smallest of all rhododen- 
drons is R. RADICANS, from the Chinese 
mountains. It has pointed leaves a frac- 
tion of an inch long on completely pros- 
trate, mat-forming stems. From this sod- 
like plant almost pansy-like purple flow- 
ers an inch across are thrust up a | 
of inches, one to a stalk. It would, « 
course, be lost if planted elsewhere A 
in a rock garden, where it is reasonably | 
hardy in a peat-gravel mixture although 
rather difficult to please. 

Most striking is the vinelike R. REPENS, 
never rising more than a few inches. In 
spring it is spangled with fiery crimson 
bells an inch long, nestling among leaves 
about half that size. The plant appears 
to be nearly hardy, but subject to fungus 
diseases which usually carry it off before 
it has a chance to flower. It is in no hurry 
to flower here, but in its native Burma 
it fairly paints the mountains. There is 
little chance of success with it anywhere 
but on the Pacific Coast, yet because of 
its color it is well worth trying. R. For- 
RESTI is almost identical. 


Related Species 


A number of related species, R. sAan- 
GUINEUM, R. APERANTUM, R. CITRINIFLO- 
RUM, R. HORAEUM, and others grow only 
a little higher, blooming in purest shades 
of red and yellow. But all are afflicted 
with the same ailment as R. repens. The 
leaves blacken and fall off until nothing 
is left except a few bare sticks. Eventu- 


ally, hybrids between’ these’ choice 
treasures may bring us a measure of 
their charm. 

Easily grown where it is hardy, R. 


LEUCASPIS presents a contrasting picture, 
making a pleasing little shrublet with 
densely hairy leaves and cream-colored, 
wavy flowers 2 inches across. It is not 
dependable anywhere but along the Pa- 
cific Coast although it comes from Tibet. 
It can, however, be wintered easily in a 
shaded coldframe and the pot set in the 
open when about to bloom, but returned 
to shelter on frosty nights. It is worth 
the trouble.

eastern rock gardens under the wholly 
erroneous name R. KELETICUM. That spe- 
cies belongs in the Saluenense series with 
R. radicans, while the plant masquerad- 
ing under its name is a close relative of 
R. anthopogon, in a different series, and 
is probably a new introduction from 
Tibet. It is hardy and well worth grow- 
ing. 

No account of dwarf rhododendrons is 
complete without mention of R. WILLIAM- 
SIANUM,. which is found only on a single 
mountain in west China. Eventually it 
does reach a height of 3 or 4 feet, but is 
a dense, well-rounded plant from which 
exquisite nodding pink bells rise just 
clear of the little heart-shaped leaves. It 
is a top favorite with all who know it. 
In sheltered spots around New York City 
it will linger along for years and grow 
a little. Some day we hope to see it 
flower. 

The requirements of dwarf rhododen- 
drons are nearly the same as those of 
their larger relatives—an acid soil high 
in humus lightened with some coarse

and enriched with leafmold or 
sedge peat. This soil must be kept moist 
but well drained. The ground must be 
mulched and never tilled or disturbed. 
Instead of a leaf mulch, many do well 
when mulched with gravel or small 
stones; pine needles also make an ex- 
cellent mulch. 

A north slope lightly shaded by oaks 
and shielded from strong wind gives 
the ideal aspect for many. Lapland rho- 
dodendrons need more sun in order to 
keep low and bushy; R. racemosum will 
also take nearly full sun. The roots of 
all the dwarfs except R. keiskei crave 
contact with stones since they come from 
cliff, scree and stony mountain meadow. 
The rock garden is well suited for them. 

The day may not be far distant when 
many new names can be added to our 
list of hardy small rhododendrons. New 
forms, no doubt, will be readily grow- 
able in the average garden and give no 
more trouble than today’s azaleas.»

that year, he went out to a 
nursery and brought back an armload of 
Black Republican branches in full bloom. 
He placed the branches in a couple of 
buckets of water and hung them up in 
the tree. Unfortunately he made the 
mistake of getting blossoms that were 
already open and had been for some 
time. The didn’t touch them be- 
cause there is no nectar in old blossoms 
and they won't waste time going around

smelling them as people do. Conse- 
quently, in spite of the presence of my 


bees, he got no more cherries that year 
than he had before. 

This year the grafts and buds I put 
in are bearing well. These, with the 
help of my bees ought to provide him 
with more cherries than he knows what 
to do with. He considering buying 
a Black Republican tree to present to 
a neighbor for planting as there is no 
room for another tree in his own yard. 
But this drastic step isn’t necessary.

Another Request 


Another of my friends came to see me 
one day about his half acre of cherry 
trees. He wanted me to bring some of 
my beehives and put them right under 
the trees. I told him that my bees were 
within a quarter of a mile from his place, 
and while the distance was farther than 
it should have been for the season when 
the trees are in blossom, the bees would 
fly that far, so he should get a fairly 
good crop. There are usually a few warm 
days when the bees are sure to fly much 
farther than that in search of 

We walked over to his home and looked 
at the trees which are all Royal Annes. 
I judged them to be about forty years old 
for they are very large. There are no 
other cherry trees in the vicinity at all. 
But, for many years there have been 
plenty of bees, both and 
wild.

I explained that he didn’t need more 
bees but some pollinators. I offered to 


bud some scions of one on a few trees for 


him. I knew that was what was needed. 
That, or the addition of a good Black 


Republican cherry tree! 

When I was a youngster, the boys in 
the neighborhood often raided the local 
fruit trees. The owners didn’t care very 
much as long as we didn’t damage the 
trees. We had the good ones spotted. 
The only one we left alone was a large 
Black Republican cherry. It always had 
good crops.

Colorful Tritomas 


@ In my Vermont garden, three hybrid 
tritomas provide flower spikes before 
the blossoms of the old July-bloom- 
ing torchlily have opened. Besides 
their bright beauty they have the 
solid merit of greater hardiness than 
I had expected. They have survived 
three of our winters with light cover- 
ing, and have grown very well. 

The three I have grown are Golden 
Sceptre, Springtime and Robin Hood. 
Golden Sceptre is beautiful. It pro- 
duced 13 tall and sturdy bright golden 
torches, which remained in good con- 
dition a long time. It provided a de- 
lightful contrast to the blue flowers 
of delphinium Cliveden Beauty. 

Springtime bears spearheads half 
yellow, half red, and is very showy. 
Robin Hood is a vivid scarlet. It was 
rather disappointing in a way, being 
reluctant to bloom, and the plants do 
not seem as vigorous with me as the 
others. But it makes up for these 
faults by its early and colorful bloom. 

As for winter protection, all three 
were mulched with pine needles (as 
were the lone eremurus and a dozen 
or so galtonias which grow near by). 
All came through the cold season with 
vitality undiminished. 

Torchlilies grow readily in various 
soils. They respond to generous feed- 
ing and like full sun. 

—Naomt InGALLs (Vt.) 
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this tree was responsible for the satis- | 
factory crops on all the other 
cherries, thus insuring us our illicit 
feasts. 

This variety is a very firm, medium-to 
small-size cherry with a fairly good but 
not excellent flavor. 
for its fruit, now that we have much bet-
